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MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  YEAR  REPORT  1958-1959 

June  29  -■  July  2,  1958*  The  Commission  met  at  Glendive  at  8s00  P®  M. 

All  members  were  present* 

The  President^  John  W.  Black,  Lyman  Brewster,  Wm®  G.  Cheney,  Executive 
Officer  and  George  Burns,  Chief  Inspector  were  authorized  to  attend  the  National 
Livestock  Brand  Conference  to  be  held  at  Salt  Lake  City  in  July*  Other  reg- 
ular business  was  acted  upon  and  the  meeting  was  recessed  to  reconvene  at 
.Baker  at  10 “00  A®  M®,  June  30,  1958*  At  this  time  and  place  the  Commission 
held  a hearing  on  an  application  for  a ^Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and 
Necessity”  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Baker®  The  hearing  continued  until 
5? 00  P.  Me,  July  1,  1959* 

In  regular  meeting  at  Baker  on  July  2,  1958,  the  Commission  considered 
evidence  of  the  hearing  and  on  unanimous  vote  denied  the  application* 


August  22,  23  & 24,  1958®  Meeting  was  held  in  Helena  with  all  members 
present  * 

The  Executive  Officer  gave  a complete  financial  report  and  at  this  time 
It  was  decided  not  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  out  of  the  General  Fund  from 
the  thirty-sixth.  Legislative  Assembly  convening  in  January* 

Another  application  for  a livestock  market  at  Baker  was  received  this 
date®  The  Commission  asked  that  further  Information  on  finances  and  facts  on 
additional  evidence  which  might  further  proove  ” Public  convenience  and  Necessity 
which  was  not  proven  at  the  hearing  June  29  and  July  1,  1958® 

A joint  meeting  with  livestock  people  and  some  interested  Legislators 
was  held  on  August  23  to  discuss  future  financing  and  the  Budget  for  the  next, 
biennium® 

The  Commission  decided  to  request  the  next  Legislature  to  increase  brand 
recording  and  re-recording  fees  to  more  nearly  cover  the  cost  of  making  and 
maintaining  these  records® 


October  1,  1958®  Meeting  was  held  in  Billings  with  all  members  present 
to  review  the  hearing  held  in  Baker  on  application  by  Gerald  Stenberg  for  a 
license  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Baker®  President  Black  and  Mr®  Wilson 
reported  on  details. 

No  action  was  taken  except  to  order  a transcript  of  the  hearing® 
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December  2,  3 & 4,  1958®  This  meeting  was  held  in  Great  Falls®  All 
members  were  present® 

The  Commission  was  informed  of  the  death  of  Gerald  J*  Stenberg,  the 
applicant  for  a license  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Baker,  Montana® 
Because  there  was  no  applicant,  no  action  could  be  taken  on  this  application® 


The  Executive  Officer  reviewed  the  financial  picture  for  the  next  biennium, 
and  told  the  Commission  that  in  order  to  maintain  the  present  operations  during 
1959?  a supplemental  request  for  an  appropriation  of  $3 5s 000 ©00  would  have  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  convening  in  January©  In  addition  to  this* 
other  financing  would  have  to  be  had  in  order  to  operate  during  the  Fiscal  Year 
1960-61 © No  action  was  taken  on  the  latter©  The  Commission  on  motion  in- 
structed that  our  Budget  be  amended  and  that  we  ask  the  Legislature  for  a 
$3 5 * 000 ©00  appropriation  to  use  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1959-60© 

Legislation  to  increase  brand  fees*  change  definition  of  an  e stray  and 
correct  a loop  hole  used  by  thieves  in  the  Butcher  Law  was  approved© 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  District  Inspector  force*  their  efficiency 
and  work  accomplished  were  reviewed  in  detail©  The  Executive  Officer  and 
Chief  Inspector  were  instructed  to  at  all  times  work  toward  any  improvement 
and  less  cost  but  not  to  hamper  this  important  service  by  not  alloting  suf- 
ficient expenses  to  the  men  and  not  to  attempt  to  curtail,  their  activities© 
Checking  old  brands  both  at  markets  and  on  ranches  when  working  cattle  for 
estrays  and  on  losses  reported  was  encouraged© 


December  21*  1959©  The  Commission  met  briefly  while  in  Helena  on  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  business©  All  members  were  present© 

The  Executive  Officer  advised  the  Commission  that  livestock  people  he 
had  contacted  approved  of  the  $35*000 ©00  appropriation  request  for  one  year 
and  that  they  thought  future  financing  could  and  should  be  obtained  from  the 
livestock  producers  direct*  either  through  increase  of  inspection  fees  or 
increase  in  the  mill  levy  request© 

The  Commission  was  informed  of  the  trip  by  the  Executive  Officer  to 
St©  Paul  and  Sioux  City  and  the  decision  to  leave  our  inspectors  at  those  two 
markets*  the  same  as  in  the  past*  at  least  for  1959° 


March  13*  14  & 15*  1959©  The  annual  meeting  was  held  In  offices  at 
Helena© 


President  John  W©  Black  presided©  He  introduced  Mr©  Manly  A©  Moore  of 
Powderville  who  had  been  appointed,  by  Governor  J©  Hugo  Aronson  to  succeed 
Lyman  Brewster©  Mr©  Brewster  resigned  on  January  1*  I960©  Mr©  Moore  had  sub- 
sequently been  reappointed  to  a six.  year  term©  This  appointment  and  Mr©  Black1 s 
reappointment*  for  another  six  year  term  by  Governor  Aronson*  were  confirmed 
by  the  Senate© 

Mr©  Black  was  re-elected  President  and  Mr©  Ragen  was  re-elected  Vice 
President  © 

Recent  legislation  passed  and  killed  by  the  thirty-sixth  Legislative 
Assembly  was  reviewed  and  the  Commission  approved  our  opposing  House  Bill  380© 
All  agreed  that  the  Public  Hearings  would  be  a waste  of  time  and  money*  that  our 
laws  had  been  kept  up  to  date  through  legislative  action*  that  some  of  our 
laws  could  be  changed  but  thought  that  such  changes  wanted  by  the  livestock 
people  could  be  introduced  by  legislation  as  they  saw  fit*  that  more  improve- 
ment of  inspection  on  out-of-state  shipments  could  be  had  only  by  an  Increase 
in  costs  to  the  producer  by  fees*  etc©  giving  the  Commission  enough  money  to 
hire  salaried  inspectors  for  this  work© 


Another  application  for  a license  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Baker 
was  read,,  Again  the  Commission  requested  the  applicant  to  furnish  further 
financial  information* 

The  Commission  on  motion  recognized  the  faithful  service  of  Mr®  Brewster 
during  his  time  on  the  Commission  and  fey  Resolution  thanked  him  for  his  time 
and  advice  as  a member  and  President* 

The  Commission  directed  that  the  Executive  Officer  contact  as  many  live- 
stock groups  and  individuals  as  possible  before  the  next  Legislature  and  get 
any  opinions  on  changes  in  the  livestock  laws  they  wanted  or  thought  necessary* 
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April  26^,  1959®  Meeting  was  held  at  Bozeman*  Ail  members  were  present 
except  Mr*  Moore  who  could  not  attend  because  of  bad  roads  and  ranch  work*, 

The  Commission  did  not  set  a time  for  a hearing  on  the  last  application 
from  Baker  and  requested  a more  complete  financial  statement  before  setting 
a date  for  the  hearing* 

The  loss  of  less  than  the  75%  guarantee  at  the  Great  Falls,,  Butte  and 
Shelby  markets  was  explained  and  the  Executive  Officer  was  directed  to  settle 
with  and  collect  amounts  due  from  each  market* 

A resolution  from  the  Southeastern  Montana  Livestock  Association  ap- 
proving an  increase  in  the  mill  lev;/-  request  to  maintain  the  present  operation 
of  the  Livestock  Commission  was  read* 
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May  21  & 22$  1959®  Meeting  was  held  at  Miles  City  with  all  members  present* 

A question  of  cooperating  with  cities  on  Rodent  Gontrol  was  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  Commission*  Correspondence  and  the  Statute  were  read* 

The  Statute  distinctly  said  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Commission  to  cooperate 
on  request* 

Mr®  Cheney  was  designated  hearing  officer  on  the  application  for  a live- 
stock market  at  Baker  and  was  instructed  to  make  any  arrangements  and  decisions 
necessary* 

On  motion  the  Commission  approved  an  increase  in  the  special  livestock 
mill  levy  request  from  two  (2)  mills  to  four  (4)  mills  for  the  Livestock  Com- 
mission fund*  This  action  was  taken  only  after  approval  from  many  livestock 
associations,,  individual  cattlemen  and  legislators* 

Budget  and  plans  for  1959-60  Fiscal  Year  in  the  Predator  Program  were 
reviewed  and  approved* 

The  Commission  directed  that  arrangements  be  made  with  North  Dakota  to 
take  over  our  inspection  at  St®  Paul,,  effective  January  1?  i960  if  agreement 
could  be  reached  with  the  North  Dakota  Stockgrower^ s Association* 


REPORT  FOR  "ESTRAYS”  FOUND 


The  report  covers  livestock  classified  as  actual  ”estrays”  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which*  after  investigation*  are  either  returned  to 
recorded  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale* 

Inspectors  send  In  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  found*  (Range*  Ranch 
Shipment  etc  * ) • Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head*  brand*  further  description  and. 
what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal ( s ) « 

Those  listed  under  "Market  Inspectors”  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal® 

Those  listed  under  "District  Inspectors”  are  found  in  course  of  investi- 
gation work  in  the  field*  inspection  at  country  shipping  points*  and  in  checking 
cattle  on  ranches*  If  owner  can  be  found  he  is  notified  and  disposition  is 
left  up  to  owner*  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised  under 
Section  46-1002*  Revised  Codes  of  Montana*  1947$  or  shipped  to  a.  licensed  live- 
stock market  for  sale* 


Those  listed  under  "Association  Inspectors”  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  "District  Inspectors”®  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations*  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from  rustling  and  losses* 


Those  listed  under  "Deputy  Inspectors”  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin*  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  If  owner  cannot  be  determined*  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  "District  Inspectors”*

At  the  Helena  office  235  reports  were  received  of  cattle*  horses  and  sheep 
being  lost  or  stolen.  The  number  of  head  involved  was  - 952  cattle*  84  horses 
and  1*416  sheep*  a total  of  2*452  head. 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report  until 
several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared.  This  adds  to  the  difficulty  of 
tracing  and  locating  the  stock.  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  In  to  the 
office*  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner.  The 
Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena  office. 

Twelve  bulletins  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing  stock 
were  circulated  during  the  year.  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors*  Sheriffs*  the  Highway  Patrol*  the  F,  B,  I,  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states. 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  320  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond..  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee*  set  by  law*  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  inspected.

PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into 
four  control  units®  Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic 
losses  and  are  worked  out  annually  with  the  Governor*  s Advisory  Committee 
on  Predatory  Animal  Control®  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members, 
one  member  representing  each  of  the  followings  The  Montana  Wool  gnawers 11 
Association,  The  Montana  Stockgrowers*  Association,  the  Montana  Federated 
Wildlife  Clubs,  The  Montana  County  Commissioners  Association  and  the  fifth 
member  - Director  of  the  State  Fish  & Game  Department  ® The  Secretary  of 
the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex-officio  secretary  of  the  Com- 
mittee® 

Principal  predators  are  the  coyote,  bobcat,  bear  and,  to  a lesser 
degree,  the  fox  and  raccoons 

The  method  of  control  involves  the  use  of  traps,  coyote  getters, 
denning,  hunting  and  poison®  The  airplane  is  used  for  spot  shootings 
Throughout  the  State  2,06?  stations  of  1080  poison  were  placed®  Records 
kept  of  the  amount  of  bait  eaten  showed  excellent  acceptance®  Strict 
observance  of  State  and  Federal  policies  governing  the  use  of  this  very 
effective  lethal  control  method  has  kept  criticism  to  a minimum®

The  principal  rodent  species  involved  in  control  operations 
were  Columbian  ground  squirrel^  the  black-tail  prairie  dog*  kangaroo 
rat^,  and  the  common  rate  These  programs  were  carried  on  in  co- 
operation with  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission*  the  Boards  of  County 
Commissioners * and  city  officials , 

Prairie  dog  control  was  carried  on  in  14  counties  % Big  Horn,, 
Carter s Custer*  Dawson*  Fallon*  Fergus*  Garfield*  McCone*  Powder  River* 
Prairie*  Rosebud*  Treasure*  Wibaux  and  Yellowstone,  Most  of  this 
work  was  of  a clean-up  nature*  and  1080  treated  with  2-100  mix  was 
used  very  effect ively,  Carbon  bisulphide  was  used  as  clean-up  agent. 

Ground  squirrel  control  operations  were  carried  on  in  7 
counties g Flathead*  Granite*  Lake*  Lincoln*  Powell*  Ravalli. and 
Sanders o Control  operations  on  this  species  were  pretty  much  on  a 
clean-up  basis o 2-100  treated  grain  was  used  with  very  good  results 
while  gas  cartridges  were  used  for  clean-up  material,, 

Kangaroo  rat  control  was  performed  in  McCone  and  Prairie 
Counties  with  the  use  of  1080  treated  oats*  2-100  formula*  with 
excellent  results , 


At  the  request  of  city  officials  the  city  dumps  of  Havre* 
Lewistown  and  Bozeman  were  treated  for  the  common  rate,  Excellent 
results  were  obtained  from  the  use  of  1080  cereal  bait. 


Mice  and  rats  still  continue  to  be  a problem  as  far  as  grain 
sanitation  is  concerned®  Anticoagulants  are  being  recommended*  and 
control  practices  are  being  stimulated  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Extension  Service  with  the  Service  cooperating® 


There  seems  to  be  a pronounced  increase  of  the  Richardson 
ground  squirrel®
